effects of the advancing and re- 
treating glaciers can be seen in the 
headlands of Cape Cod, the Finger 
Lakes of New York, and the hills of 
Michigan; but nowhere is the 
glacier’s work upon the land more 
impressive than in Wisconsin. 


Wisconsin’s legacy from the 
glaciers and meltwater streams of 
the Ice Age is a landscape of great 
diversity and beauty. The 1000-mile 
trailin Wisconsin will be similar to 
the Appalachian Trail in the 
southwestern U.S. Approximately 
160 miles have been certified thus 
far, and another 180 miles are open 
to travel by foot for HIKING and 
BACKPACKING.
